This is really a matter for cor eratulaticn, becausc 
it will make an cpoch in tha astablishuent of a New Oraor for the Besu 
Asia. Since Precidont WANG Ching-wei and his foliowers moved their capitei 
to Nanking, they resistel eo greet many difficulvie., and .emoved various 
obatecies in thojr wey devoting themselvos tu a mighty taek of cateblish! ng 
a Now Ordor in the East Asia. The new rogite has now ro .7ad ibetlf both 
in nemo and in fact to be a central government in its faculty. 


I am firmly convinced that not only the existenco of CHIANG'S Regime 
has entirely been denied due t2 this fect, but alno the. basie .Zor 
netablishing a peaceful countiy has been immovably founded. Now ‘the 
netional foundstion of Manchukuo, our frienély country, hes beccme. more 
firm, I believe: that the co-prooperity of Greater Fast Asia solely 
depends upon how Japan, Manchukwo, and China will cooperate: At this 
moment, it is a matter of great significance that Japan recornized the 
National Regime as a rightful government and clarified her resolution .to 
the world that she, in cooperation with the Vational Regime, would strive 
for tho ostadlishment of a permanent peace in the East Asia. . 


In accordance with the unshakable policy of our ™mpire, the China 
Aroa Flent is determinod to do its best to bring about a brilllant peace 
in Hast Asia by giving whole-hearted cooperation to the National Regime. 
In conclusion, I earnestly hope that the Fational Regime wil) make’ stoady 
development and I pray for the prosperity of President WANG and his 
comrrdas.
